WHAT IS A NEWSPAPERS 


Having been in the small town newspap­ 
er business for more years than I care to re­ 
member, I have heard the papers I h a v e 
published called many names—some good, 
some bad. 
And despite those many years of e xpo- 
sure, I still am not able to completely stifle 
my resentment when someone pops out with 
a description I feel Is uncomplimentary. 
Just call me thin-skinned. 
What is a hometown newspaper? 
I try 
to explain it every once in awhile, 
b u t 
somehow my words fail to penet r at e tile 
minds of those Thursday morning editors 
who are almost as numerous as Mon da y 
morning quarterbacks. 
So I have found a description by S. S. 
Talbert, Department of Journalism at t h e 
University of Misslssippi that I feel says a 
lot. Or, at least, it agrees with my think­ 
ing, so I like it, So I quote: 
"Just what is a hometown newspaper? 
This question is faced recurrently by 
t he 
editors and publishers of small town news­ 
paper!, 
"The answers are manifold: 
"The hometown newspaper is a 
freely 
operated chamber of commerce. 
"It is the hub around which all cultural 
actions of the community revolve. 
"The home town newspaper is the town 
hall of the 20th century, where the 
most 
humble voice may find expression. 
"It is the record keeper of the communi- 
ty-the repository for future historians. 
"The hometown newspaper is the unify­ 
ing force of a trade area which nxikes 
a 
center for shopping, talking, companionship 
and recognition of common problems. 
"The good hometown newspaper 
Is 
a 
place where recognition is given for accom­ 
plishment and service, and where sloth and 
greed are scorned. 
"Overall, the good hometown newspap­ 
er is the reflection of a good community. 
The local newspaper is not only the mir­ 
ror of the quality of local schools, govern­ 
ment, culture and economy, it is also 
a 
prime builder and guardian of these institu­ 
tions which make for a good community." 
And to these observations by Mr. T a I - 
bort I would like to add one or two of 
my 
own: "A newspaper is not a non-profit or­ 
ganization. It operates on the free 
enter­ 
prise system just as any oHier private bu s i- 
ness must. For its revenue a newspaper (the 
Anvil Herald in this case) depends on a d- 
vertising (main source), subscriptions, com­ 
me! ical printing, office supplies and office 
equipment and furniture, including 
repair 
service. 
Without the support of local merchants 
and individuals, city school and county of­ 
fices the Anvil Herald would cease to exist; 
therefore it would not be around to accom­ 
plish the items Mr. Talbert mentioned. 
We believe advertisements in Hie Anvil 
Heruld are read just as closely as tile news. 
That is why we encourage all organizations, 
yes, even the non-piofit ones, to run ads
